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Continuation of 13. Other: The claim amendments are being entered because said amendments cancel claims and thus simplify matters, 
should Applicants choose to appeal. In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show 
nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 
F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Applicants subsequently 
allege that the references are not combinable, because the actives in the secondary references are structurally different from THC. This is 
found unpersuasive, because the secondary reference was used to demonstrate the existence of ample motivation in the prior art to utilize 
non-CFC propellants, such as hydrofluorocarbons ((HFC), and the conventional practice of adding ethanol to enhance the solubility of 
active drug substances in HFC formulations. Applicants' arguments are also found unpersuasive, because they have asserted that the 
examples of the primary references, Volicer and Mechoulam, do not exemplify aerosol formulations. Applicants are reminded that * 
exemplified embodiments are not limiting and that one must consider the teachings of the entire reference. Furthermore, both Volicer (see 
col. 4, line 40 and col. 5, lines 3-8) and Mechoulam (see col. 5, lines 33-35) teach and/or reasonably suggest THC aerosol formulations. 
Applicants have also dismissed the majority of the deficiencies in the Weers declaration cited by the Examiner without providing any 
substantial arguments. This is not persuasive. The Examiner concludes that the rejections of record remain proper. 
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
